FALL INVITED TO

to explain the situation. 


The document given by Walsh 


was signed by the county tax col- 
lector Jn {he county where Fall 
has a 1868-acre ranch. It -was 
stated that Fall had paid none, of 
his assessments from 1912 "to'-10 22. 
The back taxes, however, were 
paid in full on Jung B,.1922.

RAISED PRICES. 


Ths trusts met the withdrawal 


of subsidies by raisins prices. Rome 
of them did it merely to make 
both ends meet; some to enable 
themselves to pay 
dividends of 


. from 100 to 130 per cent. 


Ths 
raising- of prices 
created 


what they call In America a "buy- 
ers' strike." It g-ot KO no one bought 
anything he or she could avoid 
buying. The result was that the 
trusts, unable to sell their goods, 
were compelled to apply for new 
credits. These credits were refused 


• by the state bank, apparently act- 


ing under instructions of Finance 
Commissary Sokolnikof. 


In general, the trusts were tolcl: 
"Reduce your prices so you will be 
able to get rid of enough of your 
stock to get the cash you need." 


A general 
reduction in prices, 


ranging from 
2i) to 40 per cent, 


followed. The private shopkeeper, 
who purchased from the trusts, hnd 
to meet the price cuts, and prob- 
ably many of them will be forced 
out of business, 


Still, the peasants ,are not buy- 


Ing. They believe that the prices 
are still too high and arc waiting 
for another reduction. 


Tho government has taken the 


attitude, that no trust should be 
allowed to exist which is unable to 
operate profitably without subsidy. 
Jt is goin ; after the trusts from 
three angles. First: A genera! re- 
duction of prices has been ordered. 
Second: No further credit will be 
given the trusts by the t-lato bank. 
-Third: A general checking-up of 
. the- costs of production in the va- 
rious trusts has been ordered. 


There are severa! reasons for (.he 
high costs of manufactured 
ar- 


ticles. The overhead costs are too 
heavy, as most of the rnen are new 
and inexperienced and the manag- 
.Jng staff is inefficient.

Another cause o. tho high prices 


is that much of the raw material 
used has to be imported at a much 
higher price than before tho World 
War. The raw material obtained in 
Huss.'a is a!.so higher. In the case

during the war and later during 
the famine, the livestock supply in 
many sections was destroyed. Coal 


. a n d oil are also scarce and high 
)in r'-ice, largely due to transporta- 
tion A'oubles. 


The 
government 
has 
ordered 
radical reduction in the administra- 
tive staff of many of the trusts, 
including 
even 
the 
professional 


unions which are the hardest to 
handle. 


It is, however, denied 
emphat- 


ically that the present crisis will 
result in the wiping out of the state 
trusts and the substitution thei'e- 
for of private initiative.

Professor Freeman declares they 
have been getting off

try's leading psychologists. 
The 


result of his inquiry appears in 
the Century Magazine for De- 
cember. 
"What 
the army tests show 


concerning the intellectual ca- 
pacity of typical Americans," he 
writes, 
"is that forty-five 
per 
cent of us are duller than the 
other fifty-five per cent. That is 
all. 
Taken by themst'ves, the 


tests do not indicate whether the 
letter grade D or the grade C 
represent dullness or mediocrity, 
except In relation to tiie persons 
-who 
receive 
higher or lower 
grades. They indicate merely the 
degree of brightness whicch is 
defined as the degree possessed 
by a given percentage of the pop- 
ulation. They do not further de* 
fine what this degree of bright-

A WISE DECISION. 
of the University of California foot- 


ball players not to participate in a post-season 
game was one for the good of education and 
amateur sports. 
The players realized that a 


New Year's game at Pasadena, or elsewhere, 
would mean another month of training and 
concluded, wisely, that after all they were in 
college for an education. 


A large number of persons who look to the 


universities to furnish them with amusement 
and excitement will regard this as unfortunate. 
They will point out that an opportunity to 
pit the best team on the Pacific Coast against 
the Navy eleven from Annapolis is not one to 
be slighted. Others will see in the refusal of 
California to accept the invitation an extrava- 
gant disregard for gate receipts. 


Any university which erects a stadium of the 


size of that magnificent one at Berkeley, even 
if it is built by popular subscription and not 
by the taxpayers, will be accused of commercial- 
ism. 
The University of California, because of 


the very, numbers of its students and alumni, 
needs such a place. That it is none too large 
was'demonstrated at the Stanford game when 
thousands were unable to secure tickets. The 
stadium performs a necessary function but it 
could not be said that there arc any legitimate 
demands that a college football team should 
participate in public exhibitions away from 
its campus or that of its opponent. 


A California-Navy game would attract a 


wide attention to the state and to the city in 
which, it was played. It would afford the op- 
portunity for players to add to their repu- 
tations. It would not fit In with the demands 
of the classroom or the ideals of amateur sports. 


TRADE WITH THE ORIENT. 


Encouraging as are the figures of American 


trade with the Orient, they represent but an 
exceedingly small fraction of the possibilities. 
To comprehend these possibilities one mvst 
consider the Asiatic field as one of SOO,000,0(J£ 
potential buyers. 
Any improvement in con- 


ditions which would result in financial better- 
ment of the.Asiatic by so little as five cents 
a day would mean an enormous increase of our 
exports. 
With the Orient moving more 


strongly into its own the ports of the Pacific 
will become increasingly important. In time, 
the trade experts say, the center of world 
com- 


merce will move to these shores. 


Indicative of the growth of this business is 


tile fact that our imports from there, for the 
first nine months of 1923 are three times as 
great as for the whole year of 1913. The ex- 
ports to the Orient, in the same time, jumped 
from 194 millions to 4.42 millions. 


While the imports far exceed the exports, 


.hey consist mainly of raw materials for manu- 
facture in this country. The exports are the 
manufactured goods. Thus the United States, 
n buying the raw materials, increases the buy- 
ng power of a great field and is finding an 
ncreasing market for the output of its fac- 
;ories. 


The Orient is rich in natural resources and 


K»or in the means to convert them into useful 
articles. Trade contact with the United States 
where manufacturing has been perfected is nat- 
ural and also ideal for our development. 


CHURCHILL'S SPEECH. 


The heat of his campaign against the Con- 


servatives in England drew from Winston 
Churchill a remark which, doubtless, was not 
ntended for American consumption. Churchill 
attacked the Government for the manner in 
which it negotiated the terms upon which the 
debt to the United States is being paid and 
made a number pf points which may or may 
not carry a strong appeal to the British mind. 
Then he said that if the government had been 
in the hands of great men it could have used 
the debt as a means for bringing the United 
States into the council chambers of Europe. 


Winston Churchill should have known that 


outworn and old-world methods of diplomacy, 
such as he suggested, have no place in the 
American mind. If he thinks that the United 
States could have been clubbed into any action 
because of hesitation on the part of Great Brit- 
ain to pay a legitimate debt, he is hopelessly 
in error. But the speech, it will be remem- 
bered, was 
intended for a- campaign 
in 


Churchill's own country and is not to be taken 
seriously. 
The prompt manner with which 


England made arrangements to pay what she 
owed and with interest has done more to cement 
relations between the two nations than any 
other single act. The saiid-bagging scheme 
would have had an opposite effect. 


CRIME COMMISSION.

act as an advisory organisation to the police depart- 
ment, and in Fresno would bear the same relation 
to the police department that the fire commission 
does to the fire deparlmont.

done by the firo commission in improving tho effi- 
ciency of the local fire department.

cripple, has befm barred by order 
of the Postmaster General from 
receiving 
mall. 
All 
letters 
ad- 


dressed to him or any of his family 
are to be marked "fraudulent" and 
returned to the writer. 
Week's alleged circulars painted 
him a bed-ridden mendicant with 
a large family of destitute children 
In need of clothing, fuel and food 
for the winter. 
Postal authorities, on the other 


hand, reported that Meek had re- 
cently sold two homes In Kentucky 
for $10.000 and bought another In 
Huntlngton for $9000. The cripple 
also owned three automobiles, un- 
til recently, when 
two 
of them 
burned with his barn 
In South 
Point, O. They were well Insured, 
the Investigators aaid. 
Meek wqs found to have a wife 


and elirht children, four of them 
between 15 and 23 Years of age, 
none of them employed and all well 
dressed. 
The circular letters with which 
he Is alleged to havo begged alms 
from persons all over the country 
were unique. They carried a pic- 
ture ' of the cripple in his wheel 
chair, with a faded wifo and sev- 
oral half-clothed children around 
him. The printed matter described 
the family living in a poor, rough 
out of the way place In Kentucky. 


Biblical 
references 
were used 


freely throughout the appeals for 
help which are alleged to have net- 
ted Meek his small fortune. 
The invalid, In an interview fol- 


lowing federal Investigation of his 
scheme, declared It was a fact that^ 
ho owned property, but that the' 
property was not all paid for. 
His wife, he said, had broken her 


health nursing him and he needed 
the children at home to give him 
proper care.
